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There’s No Free Ride 


on Taxes

Probably the most common of all 
political promises is that which 
Pledges the average worker a free 
ride on taxes paid by somebody else. 


It has been made by many candi- 
dates and many office-holders. It is 
being made today, and will continue 
to be made as campaign oratory 
waxes warmer during the months 
just ahead. And this in spite of the 
fact that the burden of hidden taxes 
—the taxes ostensibly levied on pro- 
duction and passed on to the ‘con- 
sumer in the form of higher prices 
— continues steadily to mount. 


Here are some figures on that 
Tising curve recently published at 
Washington: 

In 1932, the total of hidden Federal 
taxes amounted to $780,703,659 — ap- 
proximately $25 per family. 

In 1933, it rose to $1,088,901,635 — 
about $35 per family. 


In 1934, it stood at $1,992,051,345 — 
ever $63 per family. 

In 1935, it reached $2,232,402,340 — 
almost $70 per family. 


The figures exclude State and local 
taxes, which, if added in, would 
boost the count far higher. Statis- 
ticians have estimated the entire 
bill at from $200 to $300 per family. 


These costs aren’t written down 
and sent to you by Government in 
a@ separate bill. But you’re charged 
for them just the same. They ap- 
pear in other bills — in bills for food, 
for clothing, for shelter, for virtually 
everything you buy. With other ex- 
penses they are included in the cost 
of production, and thus billed ulti- 
maiely, though indirectiy, to the 
consumer. Every new extravagance 
in government, every new tax levied 
to support extravagance, boosts that 
bill — and with it the cost of living. 

If the American people want to 
cut their living costs they must begin 
by cutting the high cost of govern- 
ment. And the way to do it is to 
insist that politicians exercise real 
economy, instead of attempting to 
fool us with the old, old promise that 
somebody else will pay the fare.

Use Of Hand Signals 
Required By Law 


Motorists who fail to signa 
when slowing down, stopping, or 
preparing to make a turn are not 
only violating |road courtesy and 
ignoring a safe driving rule but 
they are breaking the law. Failure 
to signal is a fréquent cause ot 
accidents. 

“The California Vehicle Act re- 
quires motorists, before starting, 
turning or stopping, to first make 
sure whether they can do so with 
safety and then to give a plainly 
visible signal. The law |requires 
that a proper signal shall be given 
continuously during the last fifty 
feet before stopping or turning. 
There is a good reason why signals 
should be given well in advance 
When a signal is not given until 
just before stopping or turning, 
other traffic may not be able to 
slow down or stop inn time to a- 
void a collision. 

“Signals are necessary not only 
to let the car behind know what 
the driver intends to do, but they 
are often necessary for the infor-- 
mation and protection of an ap- 
proaching motorist who may in- 
tend to make a turn himself or 
who may be entering from an in- 
tersecting road. Signals are also 
important for the protection of the 
driver himself who plans to slow 
down, stop, or alter his direction. 

“Often a driver waiting at an 
intersection for a safe chance to 
enter the other road is deprived of 
an opportunity because a driver 
approaching from the right of the 
left and intending also to make 4 
turn has failed to make the requir- 
ed signal.

West Middlesex, Pa.—In this vil- 
lage, where he was born 49 years 
ago, Governor Alf Landon will start 
his eastern campaign for the Presi- 
dency of the United States, August

this quaint Pennsylvania village. 

Governor Landon will deliver 
here the first of three major ad- 
dresses scheduled for his eastern 
tour.

24. The Landon family, when they 
visited West Middlesex during the 
summer holidays, spent much of 
the time at Chautauqua, which has 
been a powerful agency in mould- 
ing educational and public opinion. 
The third address will be given the 
night of August 26 at Buffalo, where 
Woodrow Wilson opened his suc- 
cessful campaign in 1912, Governor 
Landon will make platform appear- 
ances on the way to and from the 
eastern centers. 

The rally here will be the first 
important occasion in which thou- 
sands of Governor Landon’s east- 
ern friends and supporters will be 
able to participate.

Farmers In State Consider 
Papment Practices 


Soil-benefiting practices which 
make California, growers eligible 
for AAA payments under the 1936 
agricultural conservation program 
are being applied by many of the 
43,438 farmers who have filed the 
work sheets, according to W. B. 
Parker, secretary of the State Ag- 
ricultural Conservation Committee 

“Terracing, gully controy, and 
perennial waad control are among 
the practices which make farmers 
eligible for payments,” said Park- 
er. “Farmers who have filed work 
sheets and who are in doubt as to 
details of the authorized practices 
can get full information from their 
community or county committee- 
men, or from the office of their 
county farm advisor.” 

Parker stated that the special 
surveys now being made by spec- 
ialists concerning the appliciabil- 
ity of various conservation pract- 
ices to orchards, and to sugar beet, 
rice, and irrigated truck and field 
farms, are producing much valu- 
able data.

farmers,” said |Parker. |‘“Growers 
realize that the 1936 program, 
based necessarily upon emergency 


conditions, is supplying experience 
upon which to establish a 1937\con- , 
servation program still more close- 
ly fitted to the special needs of 
California agriculture.”
